. West trade has to date 
remained more in the realm 
of hopeful oxpectation than 
tangible realisation, But 
this doen not mean it is 
right to discount completely 
the efforta which are being 
made tu foster expansion 
of trading contracts — be- 
tweon Britain, Soviet 
Russian and Communiat 
China. ‘The printe obstacle

Britain has a self-imposed 
limitation when it comes 
to trading behind the fron 
and bambov curtains, and 
tempting though the offer 
may be in terms of cash, 
it will stand no chance 
of acceptance if, thereby, 
Britain’s obligation to pre- 
vent strategic materials 
from reaching the Com- 
munista {s compromiacd. 
HONGKONG has more than 
an academic interest = in 
the current campaign to 
expand East-West trade. 
The system of direct trad- 
ing with West Europe 
countries which the Chinese 
People’s Republic is en- 
deayouring to apply — Is 
apparently infmical to the 
welfare of the Colony. 
Novertheless It is note, 
worthy that this was 
placed in perspective ot the 
annual meeting of the 
Hongkong Genera! Chamber 
of Commerce, and that the 
Chairman was able to 
declare “it is vur belief 
that the fucillties afforded 
by the Colony in all 
branches of merchant 
activities can prove ns 
necessary in the future to 
trade with China as they 
have proved in the past.” 
Nor is that expression of 
confidence based on un- 
reallty, Direct trading 
possessos its pitfalls, and 
experience will probably 
show that they can only 
be avoided by both Chinese 
and British tradors through 
making use of the services 
that Hongkong can efficient- 
ly provide.

“Experiments indicate that a 
small amount of sulphuric acid 
mist, ineffective alone, is capable 
when combined with sulphur 
dioxide of producing a severe 
respiratory ¢ffect. 

“However, we will need 
more experiments before we 
know the real answer,’ he

Japanese authorities to export 
such high speed vessels. 

The negotiations were partly 
designed to cover barter for six 
tug boats and five = fishing 
veasels, which the Russians con- 
tracted two ycars ago to buy 
from the Japanese Hitachi and 
Kasado Shipbuilding Companics, 

Japanese interest in the So- 
viet market comes ata time 
when British businessmen, 50me 
of whom have been in Moscow 
for eight weeks, are engaged In 
difficult negotiations with the 
Russians over costs and condi- 
tlons. The British traders, ro-
